DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 3-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest a motivation for using regenerators configured such that 
second regenerator overhead and semi-lean solvent fed to the absorber are substantially 
exclusively produced from the second portion of the rich solvent (claim 1), or wherein each of 
the first and second pressures are greater than a pressure of the low-pressure flue gas (claim 14) 
in combination with the other limitations. The rule 1.126 objection has been withdrawn because 
the claims will be renumbered on allowance. The objection to the specification has been 
overcome and is withdrawn. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
